towa^s SSOC and SSOC and SDS nutually claim to be fraternal

As the Bureau is aware from information previously 
submitted by Memphis under above caption, there is no New 
Left activity as such on any particular college campus 
within the Memphis Division, However, as the Bureau is 
aware, Nashville is the headquarters for the Southern 
Student Organizing Committee (SSOC) , which does not have 
any active chapter as such within the Nashville area; 
however, it does have limited contact with various members 
of the academic community in the Nashville area, which 
includes some 13 separate institutions of higher education, 
including two predominantly Negro universities, Tennessee 
A and I State University and Fisk University, 


Vanderbilt University is the principal institution 
of higher education in the Nashville area. There have been no 
situations in the Memphis Division, including the immediate 
Nashville area, in the last year in which violence or disorder 
has erupted on any predominantly white college campus. 


As the Bureau is aware, in April 1967 and again 
ini April 1968, racial disorders within the areas of Tennessee r'. 

A and I and Fisk Universities, Nashville, involved students // 
of these two institutions; however, these two incidents were/,- ) 
racial in nature and not due to the influence of a New Left ! jlJ 

~ Accordingly, the Memphis Division is not submitt^g 
fa letterhead memorandum for any particular educational 
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^institution within the Memphis Division.

i Memphis has sufficient coverage relative to the • 

\activities of SSOC and has limited coverage in accordance 
with existing Bureau instructions relative to security type 
investigations on college campuses in the Nashville 
academic community as well as the other various educational 
institutions within the Memphis Division, which 'Would 
likely allow the Memphis Division to be in receipt of 
advance information for any planned disruptive activity; 
however, the likelihood of any Such'ectivity being carried 
out with any degree of success is rather restricted due to 
the largely conservative nature of the white southern 
institutions within the division as typified by Vanderbilt 
University, There is always the possibility of very limited 
student or faculty response at any institution within the 
division for any disruptive type activities; however, the 
vast majority of the students and the school administrations 
themselves would be highly unreceptive to any such tactics. 

Memphis is continually on the alert for any 
opportunities to improve existing coverage on any of the 
college campuses within the division, as well as coverage 
of the SSOC. 

In regard to the potential for violence on the 
two major predominantly Negro college campuses within the 
Memphis Division, Fisk University and Tennessee A and I 
State university, both at Nashville, as seen from past 
experience, the potential for violence is quite good and 
could at any time erupt under the proper stimulation. It 
is felt that violence could erupt on these two campuses 
from uApredictablc, spontaneous situations at almost any 
time, as borne out by past actions. 

The problems regarding coverage of these two 
institutions do not Involve New IjCft type activities, as 
such, but rather involve racial activities or Black 
Nationalist type activities, both of which present a 
separate and different problem. 

Should any organized effort be made to disrupt 
^isk or Tennessee A and I Universities, it is felt that 
r Memphis possesses sufficient coverage to receive advance J

As the Bureau is aware, the Memphis Division is 
office of origin of case styled ’’Southern Student 
Organizing Conunittee (SSOC) ; IS - SSOC," Bufile 100-442367, 
Memphis file 100-4046. SSOC is a Nashville-based New Left 
type group which maintains fraternal ties with the 
Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) . SSOC presently 
claims to have 11 chapters located throughout the southern 
United States; however, there are no chapters as such 
presently active within the Memphis Division. 

SS0C*6 national headquarters is maintained at 
1703 Portland, Nashville, Tennessee, from which location 
the group’s activities are directed. All persons named 
as officers or leaders of SSOC who reside within the 
Memphis Division (Nashville) are listed in the Memphis 
Security Index. The group’s activities on a national 
basis and the activities of the individual Nashville-based 
staff members are the subject of active security investi- 
gation which gives close scrutiny to both the organizational 
activities and the activities of the individual members. 


No information has been developed indicating 
that SSOC has sufficient support, force, or effectiveness 
to disrupt the activities of the various institutions of 
higher education in the Memih is Division in general or 
those 13 institutions within the Nashville area proper. 

However, it is noted that the group is on record as 
advocating university reform and other such issues currently,/^- 
be espoused by other similar New Left,t)^e organizati^s<

In regard to counxerintelllget 
.directed against this group and its staff, it is felt 
^ that this group is vulnerable through the rigid enforcement 
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bf local, State, and Federal laws in that the individual 
staff members may from time to time violate various laws 
such as parking, traffic, narcotics, and with increasing 
frequency the Selective Service laws. Memphis is 
continually alert to any indications that these individuals 
are engaged in any unlawful activities and will promptly 
submit any such indication to the responsible law 
enforcement agency. 

Memphis does not at this time have any specific 
recommendations regarding any immediate specific counter- 
intelligence action directed against SSOC; however, Memphis 
is alert to any and all possible situations which may bo 
exploited and utilized to the detriment of SSOC. All 
Special Agent personnel responsible for investigation of 
the New Left and key activists have been alerted to the 
counterintelligence plans of the Bureau relating to these 
groups and attention has been centered on implementing 
this vital program. All care is being made to protect the 
Bureau's interest in this regard, and no counterintelligence 
action will be initiated by Memphis without specific Bui'o^iu 
authority.

IS - SSOC," Memphis file 100-4046, Bufile 100-442367, which 
is the only New Left type group per se presently known to 
be active within the Memphis Division. There have been no 
direct or indirect confrontations between SSOC activists 
and college administrations within the Memphis Division 
and no efforts by SSOC to seize a college campus within 
the Memphis Division. 

As the Bureau is aware, during the period 4/8-11/67 
the immediate vicinity of the two predominantly Negro college 
campuses located in Nashville, Tennessee A and I State 
University and Fisk University, was the scene of a civil 
disturbance involving many students from both campuses. 

Aftar 4/4/68, subsequent to the shooting of Dr 
MARTIN LUTHER KING, disturbances again broke out in Nashville 
and also included activity in the areas of the A and I 
and Fisk campuses and limited involveneit ^ on the part of 
college etcdents . 

The first above-mentid^d situation was in part 
precipitated by SNCC activists, while the second was part 
of a general disorder which occurred in many locales 
subsequent to the death of Dr, KING. . / -f —

relative to this a t temp t aM^as able to notify the Fisk 
University administration and local police. The school 
administration, by receipt of this advance information, 
was able to forestall the attempted seizure by gathering 
sufficient student support to counter this abortive 
attempt and thereby negate the need of utilizing police 
support because the administration’s firm stand headed 
off the attempt bejore it was made. 

During the civil disturbances in Nashville in 
^ori 1 1^ 8 . a small group of black students, led by Professor 

briefly seized the Fisk Administration Building; 
the school administration directed members of the 
Fisk athletic teams against them, who regained control of 
the building without having to resort to violence or 
calling in outside help. 

It is noted that none of the above activity in the 
areas of the black Nashville campuses directly Involved any 
New Left typo group, 

Memphis vlll remain alert for any indication that 
any New Left type group. Including SSOC, intends to seize 
or disrupt any institution of higher education within the 
Memphis Division and promptly take appropriate action should 
such information be' developed,
